Prices .for 'lop quality c a 111 e 
probably will rise during the sum­ 
m er month*, say* Lyle Barn e s, 
Ohio State University «tension ag- 
r * c ul tur a I econo mis t, 
B a n e s notes 'that, the number of 
cattle on f e e d 'throughout t h e 
United States was down: about S 
percent on April 1, com.pa.rei to a 
year earlier. However, there were 
16 percent fewer cattle on f e e d 
April 1 than on January I this year 
In addition, there has been l e s s 
Interest this year than last in feed­ 
ing light weight cattle or calves. 
These factors point to a rise in 
prices for top quality offerings— 
those grading choice and above. 
T h e economist expects t h e 
price difference between top qual­ 
ity offerings and 
lov quali t y 
animals to widen considerab 1 y 
this sum m er. Large -lumbers of 
grass cattle whiri grade good or 
belo» may hold down prices of 
lower grades. 
Cattle feeders intend to m arket 
their livestock faster this year than 
last. Observers expect 51 percent 
of the cattle on feed April 1 to be 
m rrketed by July 1. Last y e a r 
feeders reported intentions to m ar­ 
ket only 4f percent of their stock 
or feed by July 1. 
Cattlemen have experienced slim 
profits this past year and credit 
promises to be even tighter than a 
year ago. A $1.25 per bushel sup­ 
port price on corn grown outside 
allotments, and greater compliance 
with allotm ents will increase the 
cost of corn as a feed crop. For 
these reasons, Barnes pred i c t s, 
cattle feeders will not be willing to 
pay such high prices for f e e d e r 
stuck this fall as they were a year 
ago. 


Wheat Yield Boosted 


By Good Soil Care 


Increases of as much as 28 bu­ 
shels of wheat per acre from the 
use of fertilizer were obtained on 
some Kansas farm s last se a so n , 
reports the Middle West Soil Im 
provement Committee, in citing re­ 
sults of tests summarized by Dr. 
Floyd W 
Smith, Kansas S t a t e 
College agronomist 
“Wheat made 60.4 bushels per 
acre on the top fertilized plot on 
t h e Ted 
B r e u e r farm 
near 
Waverly,” Smith said. 
“Yields averaged more than 50 
bushels on plots at the Ottawa ex- 
prim ental field and on the Vernon 
Meador farm in Wenaxa. Sev e n 
other locations had top yields rang­ 
ing from 40 to 49 
bushels 
per 
acre.’* 
Overall results on 18 farm s in 
E aster 
and 
C e n t r a l 
Kansas 
showed that fertilized wheat aver­ 
aged 13 more bushels 
per 
acre 
than unfertilized wheat. 
Smith estim ates that fertilizer re­ 
turned more than $4 for every $1 
invested in plant food. 
Even in severe drought a r e a , 
there was usually enough yield in­ 
crease to pay the cost of the fer­ 
tilizer treatm ent, he said. 
Summing up the r e s u l t s of 
Kansas tests over t h e years, Smith 
said: 
“ If « farm er will have his soil 
tested and if he follows recommen 
dations for the use of phosphate, 
potash and nitrogen, he s h o u l d 
realize 52 to $3 for every dollar 
spent on fertilizer. 
“ In some years results may not 
be this good. But under particular 
ly favorable conditions such as we 
had in 1954 in extreme Easte r n 
Kansas, returns may be as high 
as $4 to $5 for every dollar invest-

National Reputation 
Is Being Gained 


Ohio growers of tomatoes f o r 
processing' are rapidly gaining a 
national reputatton for high yields 
E. C, W ittmeyer, Ohio State Uni­ 
versity extension horticulturist, re­ 
ports Ohio now ranks second, only 
to California m per acre tomato 
fields* Last year Ohio growers pro­ 
duced an average yield of 11.7 toes 
an acre, compared, to IT.3 tons for 
California growers. 
W ittmeyer credits high yields 
in this state to' the adoption of 
good cultural practices, He cites 
practices of' growers to. Ohio's 
Top Ten Tomato club to prove 
his 
point. 
The 
club 
annually 
recog nixes growers with yields in 
the top 10 percent of all those 
contracting with participad n % 
processors. 
The average yield of tomatoes 
for processing has increased more 
than 60 percent in the last 9 years, 
Wittmeyer points out. In 1947 grow­ 
ers who were members of the Top 
Ten Tomato club used about 600 
pounds 
of 
S-12-12 
fertilizer 
(or 
equivalent' per acre Last y e a r 
they had boosted fertilizer usage to 
900 pounds per acre of the same 
analysis. 
In the early years of the dub 
Wittmeyer says, only about half its 
growers followed a spraying pro­ 
gram. Last year 95 percent of the

sprayed to control foliage disease 
and fruit rot. 
Ohio tomato processors soon will 
enroll growers in this year’s Top 
Ten Tomato club.

But. they are not alone with 
their thoughts.; farmers in entire 
commercial w h e a t produci n g 
area will be voting at the same 
time.

75 and 90 percent of par­ 
ity; .if quotas are not approved, 
price support will be available to 
such farmers at 50 percent of par­ 
ity, as provided by law. 
The referendum vote is on quo­ 
tas, not allotments. Acreage al­

more than 15 acres of wheat (15.1) 
of a farm for harvest as grain in 
1957 are eligible to vote in the ref­ 
erendum. Such farmers must be 
enlitled to .share in the proceeds 
of such wheat crop as owner-op- 
erator, cash tenant, standing rent 
or fixed rent tenant, landlord, of a 
share tenant, share tenant.

spring can give your dairy and beef 
cattle a longer grazing season, in­ 
crease forage yields, cut feeding 
costs and boost net returns per i 
acre and per cow, reports the Mid- j 
die West Soil Improvement Com­ 
mittee. 
Fertilized pastures get 
going 
earlier and stay productive long­ 
er, the committee p o i n t s out. 
They give higher yields of better 
quality, low-cost forage that is 
high in protein content. 
The longer the grazing season, 
the greater will be your savings 
on feed bills, says the committee. 
Agronomists advise 
w a i t i n g 
until the pasture stand is four to 
six inches high and the ground 
is firm before turning out cattle. 
As spring advances and there is 
more forage than the cattle can 
eat, this surplus can be harvested 
and stored as silage or hay as a 
"feed bank” when needed. 
How much fertilizer should, be 
added? 
Kentucky agronomists advise put- 
tin on 300 pounds per acre of a 
phosphate-potash fertilizer on im­ 
proved perm anent pasture and then 
if necessary, adding 30 to 60 pounds 
of nitrogen. They recommend about 
the sam e amount of fertilizer on 
rotational pasture or haylands. 
Iowa agronomists 
stress 
that 
good management is essential if 
legumes are to be m aintained in 


a pasture stand. E. R. Duncan, 
Iowa state College extension agron­ 
omist points out that good manage­ 
ment protects the investment you 
have made in good seed, liming, 
fertilizer and the work involved in 
getting a stand established. 
Rotational g r a z i n g will help 
m aintain stands longer, he says, 
and produce more total feed than 
continuous grazing. If the forage 
is harvested by having, he advises 
cutting alfalfa not more than three 
tim es a year.

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Next Few Days Will Tell The Story Here 
Laff-A-Day 


A d e f i n i t e decision affecting t h e 
economic welfare of this community will 
become known here within the next few 
days. 
That decision will rest upon a re s p o n s e 
from the business and professional inter­ 
ests of Washington Court House and some 
of its surroundings territory. 
This has to do with the fact that all 
which remains to be accomplished to 
bring about the rebuilding of the Penning­ 
ton Bread, Inc. plant here depends upon 
the success of raising $30,000 by public 
subscription, this amount to be added to 
$20,000 available in the Washington Cham­ 
ber of Commerce Industrial Fund, a total 
of $50,000, to be used by the industry in 
offsetting increased costs in transporta­ 
tion of its products, if it remains here. 
The drive to raise this fund of $30,000 
gets into full swing Monday under spon­ 
sorship of the Chamber of Commerce. Of­ 
ficials of that organization h a v e spent 
time and study on this whole problem. 
They have decided upon a plan they be­ 
lieve to be for the city’s best interests. 
They deserve support. 
Favorable outcome of this entire effort 
m eans a new plant here and a continua­ 
tion of employment of probably m o r e 
than 200 workers representing an annual 


payroll of at least three quarters of a mil­ 
lion dollars. 
If our Chamber of Commerce succeeds 
in completing the city’s part of an agreed- 
upon contract with the Pennington inter­ 
ests, it is reasonably certain that work 
will start at once in the reestablishment 
of this industry here, 
The Pennington firm, which suffered a 
serious loss by fire on June 0, has proved 
to have been a substantial, successful and 
helpful addition to our city. Its success is 
attested by enticing efforts made by other 
cities to induce it to change its location 
The Pennington officials, employes and 
their families have expressed a sincere 
desire to remain here where most of them 
live. These people are a definite asset as 
part of the Washington C. H. civic life.

The New Word Is 'Moderate' 


It used to be that when men 
were uncertain as to where they 
wanted to go, they said that they 
walked in the middle-of-the-road. 
As they did not define the width 
of the road, it was impossible by 
logic, calculus or logarithms to 
determine where the middle was. 
Prior 
to this 
fanciful 
term 
there was one that described the 
left-of-center or right-of-center. 
But as the center was doubtful. 
it was altogether impossible to 
know precisely what was meant. 
Assumedly, if a 
person 
said 
that he 
was 
left-of-center, 
he 
meant that his leanings were to­ 
ward Karl Marx in some mat­ 
ters. particularly the economic. 
But in religion, he might >e a 
Calvinist or a high church Epis­ 
copalian, and in m a n ners he 
might be a follower 
of 
Lord 
Chesterfield 
Now we have 
a 
new 
term 
which Ukes on several forms: 
Moderate, moderation, moderate 
conservative. The term has little 
meaning 
because 
a 
moderate 
conservative is a person who is 
a conservative but prefers to be 
regarded as not altogether one 
It would seem that those who so 
describe themselves are dodging 
the old la el. Republican, from 
which they 
cannot 
quite 
free 
themselves because it is on the 
balk*. 
They do not care to call them­ 
selves Democrats, because that 
would involve them in circum­ 
stances that might result in de­ 
feat. So they have adopted the 
term, moderate conservative, and 
go in for wishful thinking that 
no one would take the trouble to 


inquire into what their moder­ 
ation amounts to. 
A conservative is ow who be­ 
live* that the trial and errors 
of civilization, 
the 
risks 
and 
gains in history have produced a 
body (rf experience from which it 
is unwise to depart rapidly He 
therefore c o n s e r v e # the best 
product of human experience, not 
expecting that the world can be 
changed in a lifetime He if not 
a preserver of ancient forms but 
a conservator of that which has 
worked out to be beneficial. 
Generally he 
accepts certain 
absolutes: religion, for instance. 
God; in biology, that man is a 
created being; in philosophy, he 
accepts free will; in economics, 
capitalism; politics, he believes 
in the right of a people to choose 
their own government, 
but 
he 
does not believe that government 
is 
allw i s e, 
all-competent 
or 
should be all-powerful. 
Now what does 
a 
moderate 
conservative believe to be true? 
I do not know. I do not know 
how to distinguish a moderate 
conservative from any other kind 
of conservative. Both Presid e nt 
Eisenhower and candidate Stev­ 
enson have hooked on to this 
.erin: therefore we are likely to 
hear much about moderates *nd 
moderation during the next urn 
months, but it is too much to an 
tieipate that anyone will bother 
to provide an analyzable defini­ 
tion. Politicians are not supposed 
to be definers and do not hire 
speech-write rs with such qualifi­ 
cations.

M u c h of Surplus 


Said Ending Up in

DALLAS Lf! — T raders on the 
Dallas and other cotton exchanges 
are doing a lively — and they hope 
I profitable — business these days 
moving part of Uncle Sam ’s hoard 
of old cotton out of government 
warehouses.

Karl G. 
Hunt, executive

president of the exchange, explains 
the business of making money by 
buying cheap old cotton for use 
here and sending expensive new 
cotton overseas this way: 
Much of the cotton sold by the 
governm ent at the low prices is in 
warehouses near the eastern cot­ 
ton nulls. Texans who buy it can 
resell to the nearby mills without 
much transportation cost. Tradi­ 
tionally only a little Texas cotton 
is moved to these mills because 
of the high freight costs Most Tex 
as cotton used to go overseas from 
Texas ports 
That is what’s likely to happen 
this year. Hunt says. The new crop 
in the Rio Grande Valley is al­ 
ready moving to the gins The crop 
there may run as high as 500.000 
bales. More will come from the

A d e f i n i t e decision affecting t h e 
economic welfare of this community will 
become known here within the next few 
days. 
That decision will rest upon a response 
from, the business and professional inter­ 
ests of Washington Court House and some 
of its surroundings territory. 
This has to do with the fact that all 
which remains to be accomplished to 
bring about the rebuilding of the Penning­ 
ton Bread, Inc. plant here depends upon 
the success of raising $90,000 by public 
subscription, this amount to be added to 
$20,000 available in the Washington Cham­ 
ber of Commerce Industrial Fund, a total 
of $50,000, to be used by the industry in 
offsetting increased costs in transporta­ 
tion of its products, if it remains here. 
The drive to raise this fund of $30,000 
gets into full swing Monday under spon­ 
sorship of the Chamber of Commerce. Of­ 
ficials of that organization h a v e spent 
time and study on this whole problem. 
They have decided upon a plan they be-' 
lieve to be for the city’s best interests. 
They deserve support. 
Favorable outcome of this entire effort 
means a new plant here and a continua­ 
tion of employment of probably m o r e 
than 200 workers representing an annual 


payroll of at least three quarters of a mil­ 
lion dollars. 
If our Chamber of Commerce succeeds 
in completing the city's part of an agreed- 
upon contract with the Pennington inter­ 
ests,. it is reasonably certain that work 
will start at once in the reestablishment 
of this industry here... 
The Pennington firm , which suffered a 
serious loss by fire on June 9, has proved 
to have been a substantial, successful and 
helpful addition to our city. Its success is 
attested by enticing efforts made by other 
cities to induce it to change its location 
The Pennington officials, employes and 
their families have expressed a sincere 
desire to1 remain here where most of them 
live. These people are a definite asset as 
part of the Washington C. H. civic life. 
Pennington's chief officials have indi* 
c a t e d that a move to Columbus might 
have proved, more helpful to the corpora­ 
tion from a straight business and financial 
viewpoint.

The New Word Is Moderate' 


It used to be that when men 
were uncertain, as to where they 
wanted to go, 'they said that 'they 
walked in the middle-of-the-road. 
As they did not define the width, 
of the road, it was impossible by 
logic, calculus or logarithms to 
determ ine where the middle was. 
Prior 
to 
this 
fanciful 
term 
there was one that described the 
left-of-center or right-of-center 
But as the center was doubtful, 
it was altogether impossible to 
know precisely what was meant. 
Assumedly, if a. 
person 
said 
that he 
was 
left-of-center. 
he 
meant that his leanings were to­ 
ward Karl Marx in some mat­ 
ters, particularly the economic. 
But in religion, he might oe a 
Calvinist or a. high church Epis­ 
copalian, and in m a n ners he 
might be a follower 
of 
Lord 
Chesterfield. 
Now we have 
a 
new 
term 
which takes on several forms: 
Moderate,. moderation,, moderate 
conservative. The term has little 
meaning 
because 
a 
moderate 
conservative is a. person who is 
a conservative but prefers to be 
regarded as not altogether one 
It would seem that, 'those who so 
describe them selves are dodging 
toe old la’ el, Republican, from 
which they 
cannot 
quite 
free 
them selves because it is on the 
ballot. 
'They do not care to call them ­ 
selves Democrats, because that 
would involve them in circum ­ 
stances 'that might result in de­ 
feat. So they have adopted the 
term , moderate conservative, and 
go in for wishful thinking that 
no one would take the trouble to 


inquire into what their moder­ 
ation amounts to. 
A conservative is one who be- 
lives that the trial and errors 
of civiliiation, 
the 
risks 
and 
gains in history have produced a 
body of experience from which it 
is unwise to depart rapidly He 
therefore t o n s e r v e s the best 
product of human experience, not 
expecting that the world can be 
changed in a lifetime. He is not 
a preserver of ancient forms but 
a conservator of that which has 
worked1 out to be' beneficial. 
Generally he 
accepts 
certain 
absolutes: religion, for instance, 
God; in biology, that man is a 
created being: in philosophy, he 
accepts free will; in economics, 
capitalism; politics, he believes 
in the right of a people to choose 
their own government, 
but 
he 
does not believe that government 
is 
allw i s e, 
all-competent 
or 
should be all-powerful. 
Now' what does 
a 
moderate 
conservative believe to be true? 
I do not know. I do not know 
how to distinguish a moderate 
conservative from any other kind 
of conservative. Both Presi d e nt 
Eisenhower and. candidate Stev­ 
enson have hooked on to this 
-erm; therefore we are likeiy to 
hear much about moderates *nd 
moderation during the next tew 
months, but it is too much to an­ 
ticipate that, anyone will bother 
to provide an analyzable defini­ 
tion. Politicians are not supposed 
to be d efin en and do not hire 
speech-writers with such qualifi­ 
cations.

ist. If, for instance, one is shock­ 
ed that so competent and know­ 
ledgeable a 'person as General 
Nathan Twining should say that 
Soviet R u s s i a , which manu­ 
factured. no military airplanes of 
international recognition in 19- 
38, has, by 1956, done as well as 
or better than, the United States 
which in 1938 was the principal 
manufacturer of this commodity, 
he is likely to be called a de­ 
featist.

is bound to go broke, but that in

wrongs can be' righted by the will 
and choice of the people. 
Curiously such people do not 
lose hope, not even when they 
view the prospects of toe 1956 
election.

Not only do such factors 
precipitate attacks, but they also

bility caused by the attacks. 
For this '•eason, it’s important 
for all asthmu patients, to avoid 
emotional, strains.

means 
don’t get into any arguments with 
your spouse or into' any heated 
political discussions. B o t h are 
pretty easy to find along about 
this time of the year

that will alleviate an attack. As 
knows, an acute attack, especial­ 
ly at night, can be a terrifying 
thing, not only for the victim , but 
for other members of his fa.rn.ily 
as w e ll 
It’s a great comfort for all con­ 
cerned, to realize that uncompli­ 
cated acute asthma rarely is fatal 
and that effective remedies are 
readily available. 


Injectons Helpful 
It will help calm the emotions, 
and thus help, avert, an attack, if 
toe patient knows that ephednne 
capsules, an epinephrine vapori- 
i e r or tom e o t h e .r prescrib­ 
ed medication is on hand f o r 
instant use. 
If these oral medication* don’t, 
control attacks, ask your doctor 
if he will teach the patient how 
to administer epinephr I n e to 
him self by injection. 
E asily obtainable self-m edica­ 
tion. .gives an asthmatic a great 
sense of security. And for a vic­ 
tim of asthma, that’s important.

Texas Traders 
Eye Big U. S. 


Cotton Hoard 


Much of Surplus 
Said Ending Up in 
East Coast Mills 


By SAM DAWSON 
DALLAS if! — Traders on the 
Dallas and other cotton exchanges 
are doing a .lively — and. they hope 
profitable — business these days 
moving part of Uncle Sam ’s hoard 
of old cotton out of government 
warehouses. 
But exchange officials say that 
much 
of 
the 
old 
cotton 
being 
bought for export at around 30 per 
cent tinder U. S. domestic prices 
may find its way to mills .in the 
East Coast states. 
Many of the bales that will move 
overseas after August .1 ■— to be 
sold at the world price which is 
under the domestic price — are 
likely to be' of this year's crop in 
Texas, now starting to the gins. 
The 
complicated 
deals 
have 
brought 
the 
Dallas 
Cotton 
Ex­ 
change out of the doldrums. Last 
year it was becalmed with a total 
sale of 176,1.14 bales,, 
compared- 
with 1,425,269 in 1954. 
Karl 
G. 
Hunt, 
executive 
vice 
president, of toe exchange, explains 
the business of making money by 
buying cheap old cotton for use 
here and sending expensive new' 
cotton overseas this way: 
Much of the cotton sold by the 
government at the low prices is in 
warehouses near the eastern cot­ 
ton mills. Texans who buy it can 
resell to the nearby mills without 
much transportation cost. Tradi­ 
tionally only a little Texas cotton 
is moved to these mills because 
of the high freight costs. Most. Tex­ 
as cotton used to go overseas from 
Texas ports. 
That, is what’s likely to happen 
this year. Hunt says. The new crop 
in the Rio Grande Valley is al­ 
ready moving to toe gins. The crop 
there may run as high as 500,000 
bales. More will come from the 
high plains in. toe western part, of 
the state. 
Hunt says the traders can use . 
the to profits and freight costs sav­ 
ing on the old cotton sold to east- j 
era mills and buy the new cotton | 
for 
shipment 
from 
T exas 
after 
August 1 at comparatively little 
freight cost, thereby fulfilling their 
comm itm ent to the government to 
send aboard the sam e number of 
bales that they bought from the 
Commodity Credit Corp. at the low 
price. 
Hunt believes the Texas Dealers 
. will pick up som e profit this way 
j and 
U nde 
Sam 
may 
move 
as 
much as three to four million bales 
j abroad. The dealers run a risk, 
however, of fluctuating prices in j 
touchy world markets. 
. 
| 
The Department of Agriculture's 
side of the story is this: 
1. It wants to move som e of the 
S3»* million bales to which the CCC | 
has actual title. This agency also 
held 6V* million additional bales 
under loan com m itm ents 
at the 
end of April. Altogether CCC has 
more than two billion dollars tied 
up in cotton. 
2. It wants to recapture part of 
the world market which the United 
States lost in recent years because 
of the high price of government- 
supported cotton. In 1951 the Unit- 
| ed States exported more than five 
! million bales... In the cotton year j 
just ending* only about two million 
were sold abroad. 
So now the CCC is selling some j 
of its cotton for export at reduced 
prices and taking its loss. 
It’s a ticklish business because 
it can offend som e of Ucie Sam's 
friends who also have cotton to j 
sell on the world market and don't j 
like anything that even sm acks of j 
U. 
S. 
“dumping” .

which ended June 30, total receipts 
of the state were $1,163,749,175.57. 
That’s at the rate of $3,179,642 55 
for each of the 366 days. 
Receipts tor the fiscal year end­ 
ed Nov. 15, 1856, were $3,588,353.- 
81, according to the annual re­ 
port of the state auditor 100 years 
ago. 
Expenditures of the state last fis­ 
cal year averaged $2,954,357 a day. 
In 1856 expenditure s for the whole 
year were $3,866',297'. 
Biggest source of state revenue 
a century go was a state tax on 
a grand tax duplicate of 860 mil­ 
lion dollars. This produced $2,672,- 
018 65, of which about one-1 alf went 
to the common school fund. 
Main sources of revenue today 
are the sales and use tax $231,555,- 
141 last year; liquor sales, $211,055,- 
176; gasoline tax, $117,428 600; sale 
of highway construction b o n d s , 


$50,003,097. 
Such revenue sources were un­ 
known a century ago, but the 
state auditor a century back Ust­ 
ed many that sound strange to­ 
day. 
One of these was canal tolls and 
w ater rents, $388,464, the biggest 
single source of non-tax revenue in 
1856. Another was the "proceeds of 
convict labor, etc., of Ohio Peni­ 
tentiary.” This brought in $56,155.- 
52. The auditor’s report that year 
lists 'the names of individuals and 
firm s that paid the state for con­ 
vict labor, and how much each paid 
by months. 
Dividends paid the state on Turn­ 
pike and Canal stocks held by the 
state accounted for more than $31,- 
000 in revenue in 1856. 
This was a year of construction 
Ox the present stalehouse and the 
auditor’s report shows carpenters 
receiving $1.25 to $1 75 a day, and 
stone masons, $1.50 a day.
